A meeting of Chinese diplomats to 
discuss the situation onened in Shanghai. An Englishnan was shot 
dead by Chinese in this city. 

Me Painleve, at Rabat, stated that the srench sought a stable 
peace with the Rifis in understanding with Spain and on the basis of 
respect for treaties. 

At the Arms Traffic Conference, the question of maritine control 
in the Persian Gulf and the Sea of Oman led to the witidrawal of the 


Persian delegate from the Conference. 


TUESDAY, JUNE 16TH. 
The French reply to the German Security Pact proposal was delivered 


to Herr Stresemann, German Foreign Minister. 
Political agitators are considered largely responsible ror the 


disorders in China. The Chinese fear an ultimate explosion along 


the Yangtsze valley. 

”,. Painleve returned to Paris from his iforomcan tour and renorted 
on his visit to a Cabinet meeting. Socialists are dissatisfied with 
hig Moroccan policy, and the Government threatens to be divided on 
the questions of finance, electoral reform and this issue, all of

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WEDNESDAY, JUNE 1TH. 

Tue Conference on the Control of Traffic in Arms ended. The

TIURSDAY, JUNE LET. 

Tne tet of the German proposals for a Security Pact and the 
French renly was published as a White Paper (Cmds 24355. 1/.). 

The Shanghai Conference between the Diplomatic Body and the 
Chinese delegates was broken off, owing to the unreasonzebie deiands 
of the latter. Anti-foreign feeling is fiercer, and more students 
went on strike for a boycott of Eritish goo. 

At a meeting of the Prench Cartel des Gauches, the Socialists 
declared thet they could not support the Government of M. Painlevé, 
owing to its financial policy and its attitude towards Morocco. 

Migr. Damianos, the Patriarch of Jerusalem, left Jerusalem for 
Lonéon in order to attend the thanksgiving service of the 15,00 th 
anniversary of the Council of Nicaea. at Westminster Ab»>éye 

Naval and miiitary delegates met for the Madrid Ccr.terence on 
Morocco, Wich holds its first plenary meoting on the 20th. 


FRIDAY? JUNE 19TH. 

The Prench Socialists are undecided whether to withdraw their 
Bupsert of the Governr:ent altogether, owing to their disapprevel of 
its finsncial and Moroccan policies. The critical dehate on Morocoo 

as postnoned till Tuesday. 

The Chinese “inistry of Communications instructed ail employees 
of the three services under their control - Posts, Telegraphs end 
Railways « to contribute one day's pay monthly to the strikers. thus 
the Government is actively vnromoting the anti-foreign movement. The 
students’ agitation continues in Peking and extremists are gaining 
ground in Canton. 

At the opening of the eighth session of the Permanent Court of 
Internationel Justice, it was announced that the Council of the 
League of Nations had asked the Court to give an Opinion on the 
expulsion of the OBcumenical Patriarch from Constantinople, and that 
Germany had instituted proceedings agcinst Poland wits recard to 
certain Gervun interests in Polish Upper Silesia.

le The Convention for the Traffic in Arms. 

The trade in war material has at last been transferred fro. the 
domain of private law into its proper sphere of public law. Tnis is 
tne result of the labours of a Lesgue of Uations Commission whicn sat 
at Geneva from May 4th to June 16th and drefted a Convention to control 
the traffic in arms, which will become binding four montis after fourtecn 
States have ratified it. Forty-three States took part in the Conference, 
including three out of the four principal countries still outside the 
League, nemely Germany, Turkey and the U.S.A. Thus Russia was the only 
absentee of first class importance. 
; The achievement of tiis Convention is an important success, ror it 
will te remembered that a similar attempt was made in 1920 to set inter- 
nationel agreement over the questicn of the trace in arins. The 
Convention of St. Germains was then drawn up, but failed to obtain the 
consent of the United States, without which it was bound to be abortive. 

The main principle of this new Convention is to impose contra!) by 
forbidding import and export of arms except uncer government licenee. 
Thus a check and a record are automatically provided. Tne vexed avestion

of whether aeroplanes should be included in the list of articles vse juirinug 


licence was finally settled in the affirmative. The trade in aris ty 
certain zones is prohibited altogether. Taxese zones include the wusle 
of Central Africa and Mesopotamia. There are also maritime prohibited 
zones, whicn include the Persian Gulf. 

Tne Convention certainly ~arks a stage of real progress, and a 
definite contribution to the solution of the larger question of a 
seneral limitation of armaments. The next suvsidiary proclem to be 
solved is that of private manufacture of arms, intimately connected 
with the traffic. 

One of the most important points to notice about te Conference 
which has just ended is that it registergd its opinion tint the 
Convention it has framed must be regarded as a step in tie ri,at 
direction, not as an attaimnent of a final goal. 
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Ze The Security Pect. 


The French reply to the German propocnls for a Security Pact 
is now being discussed by the German Cabinet, Its rinal text was 
Secidel upon at the meeting of the Council of the Leayue of Nations, 
on June oth, when furtner slight modifications were sugested by ir. 
Chamberlain and accepted without difficulty by iM. Brinnd. It is 
an open secret tnat these alterations wdére alje owing to lr. Cham- 
verlain's anxiety that the new Pact should not be open to the charge 
of reviving the Protocol, even by the most iimaginative, and also 
to his determination that we should not be involved in srench comit- 
ments on the eastern frontiers of Geruany. ife Briand, in the 
conciliatory spirit which has marked the course of the Pact nevotiat 
ions, anpreciated the natural sensitiveness of the British Government 
on these points, when the necessary :nodifications were sade and the 
reply despatched. 

All now depends on the attitude of Geriaany, and auc: on her 
decision with regard to the League of Nations. It is practically 
essential that she should join as a nreliminary to becoming; a party 
to the Pict, but one cannot say with certainty that she will do so. 
Pressure is being broucht to bear from lioscow to dissuade her from 
becoming either a member of the-League or a party to the nroposed 
Pact, but more powerful inducements point the other way. 

A more serious obstacle to security negotiations lies in the 
fact that Germany has received no intimation from either Poland or 
Czechoslovakia of their willingness to conclude arbitration treaties 
with rerard to the eastern frontiers of Germany - in fact, tne 
Polish Foreign Minister has categorically denied that his country 
“nuld consider such a suggestion. Both countries regar?t their 
@astern frontiers as permanent and do not consider that tueir ally, 
France, can fairly enter into an agreement in which their permanency 
is called in question, i.e., in which provision is made for any 
possible alteration. Should Germany attempt io alter tiem by force, 
they would expect France to come to tieir assistance, ani France 
would require a provision giving her a "marching rigit" through the 
neutral Rhineland territory in the Security Pact, to whic-. Gerivany 
would be given no counterpart.

Tne Council of the Leavue of Nations has concluded its 354th 
session. The meeting waz shorter than usual and fewer political 
yrobvleins were discussed. 

The reports on Austrian and “Jungnrian reconstruction were 
poth encouraging. At the request of the Austrian Governiuent, 

Mr. Layton and Professor Rist, two of the worid's most distinguished 
economists, are going to Vienna. Provably tneir visit heralds 

a second stage in Austrian reconstruction, an essential feature 

of which will be the removal of the tariff barriers which at present 
cut off Austria from her neighbours. This is the only alternative 
to union with Germany. 

The Council also made a notable stand for the unhenpered right 
of minority populations to appeal to the Leasue. 


The Slavery Commission of the League of Nations is now meeting 
in Geneva. A momorandua is to be presented by the Anti-Slavery & 
Aborigines Protevvion Society drawing attention to disguised forme 
of slavery which maintain in certain »erts of the world. 


Dr. Nansen has left for Eriven in order to explore the poss- 
ipilities of providing a natimal home for the Armenians.

navigation. A draft convention on road traffic, drawn up by 4 
special committee of the Transit Organisation, will be niaced on 
the agenda of an International Conference on Road Traftic which is 
shortly to be summoned by the French Governuent.
